Demand for Hereford's food bank is 
now so high that it will move into new 
premises at the end of the month. 

Planning permission was granted in 
January to the diocese of Hereford's 
independent Social Aid charity to operate 
the food bank from a former Victorian stable 
block behind the Green Dragon hotel. 

Staffed by a small team of volunteers, 
it will distribute food bags and parcels to 
anyone submitting a voucher issued by 
social services. 

The current food bank distributes around 
50 food bags a week, plus 'crisis food 
parcels' for those in desperate need. Initial 
plans suggest that the new premises will 
be open to the public twice a week. 

Last year, charity-run food banks in the 
UK fed more than 126,000 people. With 
the introduction of the government's 
harsher regime of benefits cuts this figure 
is likely to rise to over 200,000 this year. 

The Trussell Trust is currently the UK's 
largest food bank charity, with over 
300 in operation nationwide (there are 



nine within a 10-mile radius of central 
Manchester). A typical Trussell food box 
contains a minimum of three days worth of 
nutritionally-balanced non-perishable food, 
with supplies coming from supermarket 
chains as well as private donations. 

For many people at the sharp end of the 
cuts food banks like this are a vital lifeline. We 
encourage all our readers to help their fellow 
Herefordians by donating what you can.

Anarchism is... 


Anarchism aims to create a society 
without hierarchical authority. That 
means no divisions between rulers and 
ruled, workers and bosses, leaders and 
followers, order givers and order takers. 

It means decisions are made directly by 
those affected by them, not by authorities. 

Anarchists believe in the necessity 
of 'direct democracy'. Rather than 
taking the management of their own 
affairs away from people and putting it 
in the hands of others, anarchists favour 
organisations which minimise authority. 
Instead of electing politicians to rule us, 
we can make our own decisions through 
face-to-face neighbourhood and workplace 
assemblies and voluntary confederations. 

Anarchists are not opposed 
to organisation. Anarchy is about 
organisation. It is about voluntary 
co-operation between equals. We are 
opposed, however, to organisations based 
on authority and hierarchy,
